And  we’re  not  done  yet:  for  most 
us,  living  in  an  urban  environment 
precludes  the  possibility  of  building 
our  own  sukkah;  the  only  sukkah  we 
can  experience  is  the  magnificent  one 
constructed  on  the  synagogue’s  roof. 
Entering  it  is  like  entering  an  enchanted 


environment 


Our  theme  this  year  is 

Prayer  and  Practice,  and 
the  point  of  intersec¬ 
tion  of  these  two  pivotal 
Jewish  mitzvot  reaches  its  zenith  in  the 
synagogue  on  Sukkot.  We  don’t  just 
observe  Sukkot;  we  celebrate  it!  The  rab¬ 
bis  often  refer  to  Sukkot  as  Chag,  which 
means  holiday,  but  this  term  masks  its 
true  identity  as  the  Chag,  par  excellence. 

After  the  intensity  and  solemnity  of  the 
High  Holy  Days,  Sukkot  is  a  welcome 
culmination  to  our  holiday  season, 
but  it  is  more  than  that.  In  large  part 
it  is  the  sights,  sounds,  pageantry  and 
aromas  that  make  Sukkot  so  special. 
During  the  psalms  of  Hallel  we  take 
nature  in  our  hands:  we  take  the  arbaah 
minim — the  Four  Species — which  we 
commonly  refer  to  as  the  lulav  and  the 
etrog  We  shake  them,  hear  that  familiar 
and  enchanting  rustling  of  the  palm 
branch,  smell  the  etrog  and  then  inhale 
its  lingering  aroma  on  our  hands.  Later 
in  the  service  we  take  the  arbaah  minim 
once  again  and  march  with  them.  And 
whether  you  are  a  part  of  the  pageantry, 
using  either  your  own  lulav  and  etrog 
or  a  borrowed  set,  or  an  observer  from 
your  seat,  the  sight  of  this  unique 
Hoshanot  procession  evokes  a  sense  of 
wonder.

Beautification  is  the  operative  word  on 
Sukkot.  Everything  we  do  is  supposed 
to  be  embellished  and  enhanced  to 
increase  our  enjoyment.  The  torah 
refers  to  the  etrog  as  “ pri  eitz  hadar  ’ — 


“fruit  of  a  beautiful  tree”,  and  from  that, 
all  things  associated  with  Sukkot  are 
supposed  to  excel  in  beauty — each  of  the 
arbaah  minim ,  the  case  for  carrying  the 
etrog,  and  of  course  the  sukkah  itself,  as 
well  as  its  interior  decorations.  We  call 
this  concept  hidur  mitzvah. 

Sometimes  our  most  profound 
experiences  are  to  be  found  not  in  lofty 
concepts  or  the  sophisticated  or  the 
complex,  but  in  the  simple  joys  of  the 
moment,  executed  with  care. 

So,  if  you  have  never  experienced 
Sukkot  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  or 
if  it  has  been  too  long  since  you  last 
attended  Sukkot  services,  why  don’t  you 
consider  extending  your  holiday  season 
to  include  Sukkot  and  claim  the  joy  of 
this  chag  for  yourself? 

Chag  Sameiach! 

Sukkot  begins  on  Friday  evening, 
October  6.  We  use  the  lulav  and 
etrog  each  morning  beginning  on 
Sunday,  October  8  and  continuing 
through  morning  minyanim  on 
Friday,  October  13.  In  addition  to 
kiddushim  in  the  sukkah  following 
each  service  on  the  first  weekend  of 
Sukkot,  you  may  make  reservations 
for  catered  dinners  held  on  each 
evening  of  the  chag.  Detailed 
information  about  Sukkot  is 
contained  elsewhere  in  this  bulletin.

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Soon  Menachem  Rosensaft, 
our  president,  or  I  will  ad¬ 
dress  all  of  you  about  the 
importance  of  giving  to  the 
Synagogue.

It 
crystallized  yet  again  for  me,  the 
immeasurable  value  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  plays  in  the  life  of  its 
members.  I  attended  the  final  show  of 
our  day  camp— watching  two-and-a- 
half  to  four-year-olds  sing  songs  about 
Shabbat  and  enjoy  Israeli  dancing  made 
the  future  of  the  Jewish  people  seem 
bright.  Watching  the  young  parents 
of  these  campers  in  our  Synagogue 
celebrating  this  moment  made  me  see 
the  special  gift  a  Synagogue  can  give  to 
its  young  families  as  they  begin  their 
Jewish  journeys.  In  this  same  week,  I 
joined  the  prayer  and  practice-sponsored 
walk  through  Central  Park.  Many  of 
this  group  had  participated  in  the  Israeli 
summer  film  festival  and  spoke  of  how 
much  they  appreciated  feeling  part  of 
a  community  when  the  city  seemed  so 
empty.  We  also  had  a  rooftop  singles 
party.  The  roof  was  packed — the  P.A.S. 
singles  group  thought  “Park  Avenue  was 
the  place  to  be”’  This  party  was  followed 
by  an  address  to  the  congregation  from 


Aryeh  Mekel,  Israel’s  consul  general. 

The  sanctuary  was  full  on  a  Thursday 
night  in  the  summer. 

Our  congregation  has  been  responsive 
to  the  need  to  know  as  much  as  possible 
about  what  was  going  on  in  Israel.

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Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  that  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the  meal  that  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev 
Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early,  so  that  the  family  can  be  in 
the  synagogue  before  sundown.  (Our  Kol  Nidre  service  begins  at  6:30  pm.) 

Following  the  Birkat  HaMazon  — the  grace  after  meals- — -  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam,  asher  kid’shanu  b’mitzvotav  vetzivanu  Vhadlik  ner  shel  Yom 
HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The  Commandments  and  has  commanded  us 
to  kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam ,  Shehecheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  kept  us  in  life,  preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 


Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until  they  are 
Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition  that  they  do  observe  the 
fast  in  part  to  the  extent  that  they  are  able  to. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasures  is  part  of  the 
tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law 
and  tradition  state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the  obliga¬ 
tion  of  the  individual  to  consult  a  physician  on  the  wisdom 
of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the  deceased  in 
each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must  be  lit  before  the  holiday 
candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol  Nidre  service 
parents  bless  their  children  by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head 
ol  each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following 
prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their  own,  appro¬ 
priate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

or  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faith  fid  and 
honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were  Ephraim  and  Manasseh, 
the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faithful  and 
honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our  mothers  Sarah, 
Rebecca,  Rachel  and  Leah. 


Forgiveness 

Just  before  leaving  the  house  to  attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service, 
members  of  the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done  knowingly  or  unknow¬ 
ingly  during  the  year. 

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are  asked  to  consider  the 
needs  of  the  synagogue  at  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two 
social  outreach  programs  that  it  supports  all  year  round:  The 
Food  Pantry  and  the  Tikkun  Olam  Committee  for  Communi¬ 
ty  Outreach.  Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  generously 
as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  appeal.  The  funds  generated  by 
this  annual  campaign  help  balance  the  annual  budget  of  the 
synagogue,  which  includes  the  religious  school  program  and 
social  service  outreach  programs.  The  Food  Pantry,  operated 
by  our  high  school  students,  supplies  weekly  food  packages  to 
more  than  one  hundred  poor  families  in  our  neighborhood. 
The  cost  of  this  program  is  $20  per  family  per  week.  Let  your 
heart  dictate  how  you  wish  to  support  this  important  project.

"Sneak  in  Early" 

The  service  must  begin  promptly  at  6:30  pm. 

Bring  Your  Talit: 

The  only  night  of  the  year  on  which  we  wear  a  Talit. 
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All  About  Sukkot  and  Simchat  Torah 


The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its 
name  from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary 
dwelling  or  booth  built  especially  for  the 
holiday.  Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus:  “I 
did  cause  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell 
in  booths  when  I  brought  them  out 
of  the  Land  of  Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is, 
therefore,  a  reminder  to  all  generations 
of  God’s  redemption  of  the  Jewish 
people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in 
the  Land  of  Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols 
clearly  recall  the  Land  and  its  produce: 
The  four  minim ,  or  species,  consist  of 
an  etrog ,  a  lulav,  myrtles  and  willows. 
The  lulav  is  a  branch  of  the  palm  tree 
and  is  bound  together  with  three  short 
branches  of  myrtle  leaves  ( hadasim )  and 
two  branches  of  the  willow  tree  ( aravot ). 
The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon,  but 
it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It 
has  a  pitom,  a  small  protuberance,  at  its 
end.  The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these 
different  species  together  serves  as  an 
example  to  us  of  how  all  Jews,  different 
though  we  may  be  from  one  another, 
must  be  bound  together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two 
points  in  the  morning  service:  during 
Hallel,  right  after  morning  Amidah , 
and  during  Hoshanot ,  each  day  of  the 
holiday,  except  on  Shabbat,  when  we 
march  around  the  synagogue  with  them 
in  a  magnificent  procession. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the 
15th  day  ofTishri,  and  the  first  two 
days  are  observed  as  major  festival  days. 
The  next  five  days  are  Choi  Hamoed,  the 
Intermediate  Days  of  the  festival.  These 


days  are  half-holidays;  while  most  labor 
is  permitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the 
Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat  meals  in  the 
sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings  over 
the  four  minim ,  waving  them  during 
the  recitation  of  the  Hallel  and  when 
marching  with  them  during  the  hymns 

(Hoshanot)- 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald 
and  May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed 
on  the  roof  and  decorated  by  the 
Congregational  Parents’  Association.  A 
Kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah 
following  every  service  during  Sukkot, 
and  dinner  is  served  there  almost  every 
night  of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as 
a  separate  holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is 
called  Shemini  Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day 
of  Assembly.”  We  no  longer  eat  in  the 
sukkah,  and  in  Israel  prayers  for  rain  are 
recited  during  the  service.  The  Yizkor 
Memorial  Prayers  are  also  recited  on 
Shemini  Atzeret. 

Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simchat  Torah,  the 
“Rejoicing  of  Torah.”  It  is  during  the 
morning  service  on  Simchat  Torah  that 
the  last  verse  and  the  first  verse  of  the 
Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demonstration 
of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is 
never-ending.  We  march  joyfully  in 
hakafot  (processions),  in  which  we  carry 
the  Scrolls  of  the  Law.  At  this  service 
two  of  our  congregants  are  honored  for 
their  contributions  to  the  synagogue 
and  to  the  Jewish  community.

Joan  Schefler 

Joan  K.  Schefler  has  been  a  member 
of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  since  1983, 
and  has  consistently  been  an  impor¬ 
tant  contributor  to  its  programs  and 
activities... as  well  as  being  the  mother 
and  grandmother  of  three  daughters 
and  nine  grandchildren  who  are  all 
products  of  the  PASECC  and  mem¬ 
bers  themselves.  She  is  now  a  co-editor 
(with  Jean  Rosensaft)  of  our  prestigious  magazine  “Ray- 
onot .”  Joan  brings  to  that  job  her  professional  experience 
as  editor  of  “Tarbut,”  a  journal  of  culture  for  the  Ameri- 
can-Israel  Cultural  Foundation  and  as  a  researcher  and 
writer  for  the  NBC  White  Paper  series  and  her  education¬ 
al  background  that  includes  a  graduate  degree  in  political 
science  from  Columbia  University  and  a  Bachelor’s  from 
Cornell.

Deeply  involved  in  many  aspects  of 
life  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  as  a 
participant  in  the  weekly  Havurah 
service,  contributor  of  a  thoughtful 
article  in  the  current  issue  of  Rayonot , 
and  as  an  innovative  member  of  the 
Men’s  Club,  Dr.  Liff  combines  his 
professional  skills  with  his  concern  for 
his  congregation. 

Known  as  Zane  since  his  days  at  City  College,  Dr.  Liff, 
a  psychologist  and  psychoanalyst  in  private  practice,  and 
a  frequent  writer  and  teacher,  brings  his  special  insights 
with  him  to  Torah  study  and  discussion.  He  developed 
the  meaningful  program,  “Hearing  Men’s  Voices”  at  the 
Men’s  Club:  a  relaxed  yet  controlled  setting  for  men  to 
have  penetrating  discussions,  led  by  a  professional  (often 
Dr.  Liff  himself)  of  subjects  that  interest  them,  in  a  way 
that  few  men  are  able  to  do.

Noam  Zion,  educated  at  Columbia  University  in  New  York  and  Hebrew  University,  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Shalom 
Hartman  Institute  in  Israel,  and  coordinates  TICHON,  an  intensive  curriculum  development  project  for  Jewish  schools  in 
America. 

His  extensive  experience  in  Jewish  education  includes  his  work  with  the  Bill  Moyers  PBS  series  on  Genesis.  He  has  been  re¬ 
searching,  writing  and  teaching  about  a  renaissance  in  home-made  Judaism,  providing  resources  for  the  creative  empowerment

The  speech  impediment  did  not  hinder 
her  or  undermine  her  spirit  seeking 
higher  education  although  not  in  her 
native  country  or  language.  The  long 
and  difficult  journey  she  has  taken, 
having  the  vision  and  the  will  using  her 
artistic  talents,  creativity  and  the  gift  of 
teaching  have  led  her  to  devote  her  life 
to  “being  there”  for  her  students,  both 
emotionally  and  academically  so  they 
can  grow  up  to  become  the  best  adults 
they  can  be. 

For  all  of  our  students  and  those  who 
are  struggling  with  speech  impediments 
or  other  disorders,  Ms.  Rina  Moscovitz 
is  a  real  life  example — one  they  can 
carry  with  them  throughout  their  lives 
modeling  with  her  actions:  “You  can 
achieve  anything  you  want — nothing 
can  stop  you,  go  for  it!”
